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1 . FIRST QUESTION WHICH ARISES IN WAKE OF GOC'S 
UNQUALIFIED REJECTION OF TURKISH CYPRIOT PROPOSALS 
IS WHETHER THERE IS ANY LIKELIHOOD INTERCOMMUNAL 
TALKS CAN BE RECONVENED. ALL THREE IMMEDIATE 
PARTIES TO TALKS HAVE LEFT THIS OPTION OPEN, AT LEAST 
TO A SLIGHT DEGREE. UNSYG WALDHEIM SAID HE WOULD STUDY 
SITUATION IN LIGHT OF HIS CONVERSATIONS IN NICOSIA AND 
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THEN DECIDE NEXT STEP IN NEGOTIATING PROCESS. TFSC 
PRESIDENT DENKTASH SAID APRIL 19 THAT BALL WAS IN 
HANDS OF SECRETARY GENERAL. EVEN KYPRIANOU, IN HIS 
PRESS CONFERENCE, CONCEDED THAT DECISION WHETHER TO 
CALL FOR RENEWAL OF TALKS WAS UP TO WALDHEIM, AND 
SAID HE UNDERSTOOD LATTER WOULD MAKE DECISION NEXT 
WEEK. THUS THREE PARTIES AGREE THAT. UNDER PROCEDURES 
LAID DOWN IN JANUARY, SECRETARY GENERAL COULD DECIDE 
TO RECONVENE TALKS. 

2. HOWEVER, KYPRIANOU MADE IT CLEAR THAT IN GOC VIEW 
"THE TURKISH PROPOSALS ARE COMPLETELY UNACCEPTABLE AND 
CAN IN NO WAY FORM A BASIS FOR RESUMPTION OF THE 
INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS." HE INDICATED HE CONSIDERED IT A 
REAL POSSIBILITY THAT, IN LIGHT OF HIS CONSULTATIONS ON 
THE PROPOSALS. SECRETARY GENERAL WOULD NOT RECONVENE 
TALKS. IF SYG SHOULD, IN SPITE OF WHAT KYPRIANOU CALLED 
THE HUGE GAP BETWEEN THE TWO SIDES, CALL FOR TALKS, 

GOC WOULD NOT NECESSARILY FEEL BOUND TO ATTEND; KYPRIANOU 
SAID GREEK CYPRIOT SIDE WOULD DECIDE ON THIS MATTER WHEN AND 
IF IT AROSE. 

3. IF SECRETARY GENERAL DOES DECIDE TO CONVOKE TALKS, 

THERE WILL BE GOOD DEAL OF PRESSURE ON GOC NOT TO REFUSE 
OUTRIGHT TO ATTEND. GOC IS ANXIOUS TO MAINTAIN INTERNATIONAL 
SUPPORT FOR ITS POSITION, ESPECIALLY IN THE U.N. AND 
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IN U.S. CONGRESS ON THE EMBARGO ISSUE. ANY APPEARANCE 
OF INTRANSIGENCE ON GOC'S PART COULD DAMAGE ITS CHANCES 
OF GETTING FAVORABLE RESOLUTIONS FROM THE U.N. AND MIGHT 
CONTRIBUTE TO LIFTING OF EMBARGO. ON OTHER HAND, RESUMPTION 
OF TALKS MIGHT BE INTERPRETED AS PROGRESS ON CYPRUS 
PROBLEM AND ALSO HELP IN LIFTING EMBARGO. WE BELIEVE 
GOC WOULD CAREFULLY CALCULATE WHERE ITS GREATER ADVANTAGE 
LAY AND. AT LEAST. RESPORT TO DELAYING TACTICS, PERHAPS 
BY DEMANDING THAT SYG GO BACK TO TURKS FOR MORE CONCESSIONS 
BEFORE SITTING DOWN TO TABLE. IN ANY CASE WE EXPECT 
GOC TO EMBARK ON PROPAGANDA CAMPAIGN (INDEED, IT ALREADY 
HAS) TO CONVINCE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY THAT TURKISH 
CYPRIOT PROPOSALS DO NOT PROVIDE GROUNDS FOR NEGOTIATIONS. 

4. QUESTION ALSO ARISES WHETHER PRESENT PROPOSALS 
MIGHT BE REWORKED TO MAKE THEM MORE APPEALING TO GREEK 
CYPRIOTS. THIS POSSIBILITY SEEMS TO HAVE BEEN COMPLETELY 
RULED OUT BY KYPRIANOU'S DECLARATION THAT "IT IS OUT OF 
THE QUESTION THAT THEY CAN BE IMPROVED TO THE POINT OF 
BECOMING NEGOTIABLE." MOREOVER, IT SEEMS UNLIKELY THAT 
TURKISH SIDE WOULD BE WILLING TO ALTER PROPOSALS BEFORE 
TALKS BEGAN OR THAT SYG WOULD BE WILLING TRY TO CONVINCE 
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TURKS TO DO SO. THEREFORE. IT WOULD APPEAR THAT TALKS 
MUST BE RESUMED ON BASIS OF PRESENT PROPOSALS OR NOT AT 
ALL. AT LEAST UNTIL THE U.S. CONGRESS MAKES ITS DECISION 
ON THE EMBARGO. 

5. FROM OUR PERSPECTIVE, IT APPEARS THAT IT WOULD BE 
FOOLHARDY FOR THE SECRETARY GENERAL TO CALL FOR RESUMPTION OF 
INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS IN PRESENT CIRCUMSTANCES. HIS CALL WOULD 
HAVE TO BE COUCHED IN TERMS THAT WOULD CONVINCE GREEK 
CYPRIOTS THAT ONUS FOR FAILURE TO BEGIN NEGOTIATIONS 
AGAIN WOULD FALL ON THEM. MODEST NATURE OF TERRITORIAL 
PROPOSALS AND UNCOMPROMISING NATURE OF CONSTITUTIONAL 
PROPOSALS OFFER LITTLE BASIS FOR SYG'S ISSUING SUCH A CALL. 
FURTHERMORE, IF GREEK CYPRIOTS RETURN TO TALKS ONLY UNDER 
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COERCION, NEGOTIATIONS WOULD, WE EXPECT, QUICKLY BREAK DOWN 
IN MUTUAL RECRIMINATIONS. THUS, WE RELUCTANTLY CONCLUDE 
THAT GOOD-FAITH NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN TWO COMMUNITIES IS 
NOT IN THE PICTURE FOR THE NEAR FUTURE.
